Indianapolis. Ind.. Jan. 12.—The bill 


for the regulation of the Houor traffic 
led by far In point ot importance the 
list of-bills presented in the Indiana 
legislature today. The saloon super- 
vision measure was Introduced in the 
upper 'house by Senator Stephen B. 
Fleming, of Fort Wayne, and in the 
lower . branch 
by 
Representative 


Adolph Siedensticker, of Marion coun- 
ty: This measure,, it is said, has the 
Indorsement of a portion ot the brew- 
ers of the state, yet it is understood 
there are some who are opposed to I'. 


Proctor Would Not Father It. 


It has been understood all along 


that Senator 
Proctor, of Elkhart. 


would father the bill in the senate, 
but this he declined to do because it 
did not provide for a thousand dol- 
lar license and the limiting of one 
ualoon to each 1.000 population. It i« 
understood that Senator Fleming's bill 
•will not have smooth sailing, as It is 
known there are a number of sen- 
ators who do not indorse It. 


Borne of the main features of the 


bill prohibit brewery ownership 
of 


jaloons,'make a saloon license an as- 
set that it may be renewed, trans- 
ferred or sold. It limits the number of 
Wloons to one to even" 500 population. 
Increases from $100 to $200 the fee to 
be paid the county. 
In cities of the 


Brst class' the maximum license that 
Ihe city council can assess U $400; in 
cities of the second class, $300; in all 
other cities $250. 
Cities Have Later Hours. 


The open hours under the provisions 


f t the bill are: Cities ot the first and 
»econd class 5 a. m. to 11 o'clock p. m.: 
towns and villages. B a. m. to 10 p. m. 
penator Fleming, declares that the bill 
floes not-materially affect the Nichol- 
son law or the Moore remonstrance 
law.

Criminal Law Bill Promoted. 


In the senate the committee on Ju- 


diciary B reported out favorably the 
bill of Senator Frank M. Kistler. of 
Logansport, which would 
repeal the 


act which makes it possible to convict 
a man who has regained his reason 
who committed a crime while or un- 
sound mlnrl. 
The senate committee 


on banks and trust companies acted 
favorably upon the Kistler bill provid- 
ing fo rslx bank examiners instead of 
five as now, the examiners to be ap- 
pointed by the auditor of state and ap- 
proved by the governor. 
The senate 


education committee recommandcd the 
passage of the Gmbe bill, giving the 
county auditor a vote on county su-

The bill Is drastic in its provision?

vested in the legislature by reserving 
to the people the power to propose laws 
and amendments to the constitution 
and to enact or reject the same at the 
polls Independent of the general as- 
sembly and to approve or reject at 
their own option at the polls any of 
the acts of the legislature. 


A petition bearing the 
names 
of 


S per cent of the total number of legal 
voters In the state shall be sufficient 
to initiate legislation when filed with 
the secretary of state at least 
four 


months before the general election at 
which they arc to be voted upon. 


The referendum may 
be 
ordered 


either by petition of 5 per cent of the 
voters of the state or by the general 
assembly, the petitions to be filed with 
the secretary of state not moro than 
ninety days after the last session of 
the general assembly that passed the 
bill. The veto power of the governor 
shall not oxtoud to measures inltla.tjd 
by or referred to by the people. 


To Help Farmers* Institute. 


Senator Will R. Wood, of Lafay- 


ette, has Introduced n bill governing 
the state assistance of farmers' Insti- 
tutes and altering tho present system. 
Tho measure provides that the town- 
ship shall receive n«t more than 25 
cents /or each square mile of terri- 
tory Instead of the organization being 
given half whnt It was able to raise 
by membership fees with a rrfaxlmum 
limit of 100. 


Senator Wood Rnys that although 


at first glnnco the bill seems to be less 
to tho advantage of 
the 
Institution 


than the former measure. In Its actual 
application It, will prove to bo a source 
of greater revenue nnd will com« more 
nearly defraying the expenses of the 
institute than its predecessor. 


The bill Is of Interest, to the farm- 


ing interests of the state and Is framed 
to encourage attendance and Interest 
In tho Institutes which are belnsc held 
annually thrtmghout. thn state.

Another Election Bill. 


Senator Edgar Durro. or 
Evans- 


vlllo, has an election bill of a .very 
stringent nature requiring registration 
providing for a fine for failure to vote 
unless cause Is shown and developing 
othor reforms tha,t will strike directly 
at the abuse and disregard of the bal- 
lot. 
The bill Is similar to one that 


was introduced by him in the legisla- 
ture in 1905. The abolition of the ral- 
lying committee Is sought by the bill 
which will also make It Illegal for a 
polling clerk, Judge or Inspector to 
enter the booth with the voter except 
in cases of physical incapacity. 
An 


election official cannot assist an unin- 
formed man In the marking 
of his 


ballot. He hopes thus not only to pre- 
vent unscrupulous officials from cor- 
rupting the- ballot, but also to stimu- 
late the uninformed voter to qualify 
himself to do his own voting.

mutilated 
through 
Ignorance 
will 


therefore not contribute to the general 
result. 
Declaring failure to vote a 


misdo.meanor Is one of the most radi- 
cal clauses In the measure, but It la 
one upon which Senator Durre has 
pronounced opinions. 


"A man who falls through neglect 


eftrier to vote or to register should be 
fined," he said In defense of the pro- 
vision. "for tho, man 
who 
Is 
so 


thoughtless of the highest duty of cit- 
izenship, 
that 
of 
self-government, 


needs a, reminder of his responsibil- 
ity." 
Authorities differ as to the consti- 


tutionality of the measure on account 
of its possible Interference with the 
citizenship rights of some people, who 
would be affected 
by Its 
provisions, 


but Senator Durre says he ha.s weigh- 
ed the provisions of the bill carefully 
and feels that there is every reason to 
expect. It to stand

The operation, performer! 
Tuesday 


morning by Dr. H. A. Ducmllng with 
the assistance of Dr. Edward Kruse 
and Dr. G. W. McCaskcy, disclosed a 
growth 
In the. 'lower portion of the 


stomach which had 
completely 
ob- 


structed the pylorlc 
opening. 
This 


was successfully removed, and it was 
the opinion of physicians that If the, 
vitality of the patient, were sufficient 
to carry him through the two or three j 
succeeding days, there was reason to j 
hope that Judge Colerick might live 
for some time. 
Early indications in 


this regard were hopeful in character, 
but conditions which had long pre- 
vented a proper assimilation of nour- 
ishment had left the patient in an ex- 
tremely weakened condition, and this, 
coupled with his age, made the case 
additionally serious. 


Began Sinking Rapidly. 


Toward noon 
on 
Wednesday 
the 


patient began, sinking rapidly, and 
human skill was powerless to stay the 
approach of the silent messenger. Lit- 
tle by little his grasp on life weakened, 
and friends at his bedside knew the 
end could not be long deferred.

The death of. Judge 
Colerick 
oc- 


casioned wide-spread sorrow and re- 
gret in this city, which was his lifelong 
home, and where he had wrought the 
eminent career which will live as - a 
rich legacy of the distinguished jurist. 


Was Native of Fort WST.S. 


Coming ot a family whose name is 


Indelibly inscribed upon the legal his- 
tory of Fort Wayne and of Northern 
Indiana, Judge Colerick bjr his con- 
spicuous ability and his distinguished 
attainments added in full-measure to 
the luster and the eminence of the 
name he bore. Reaching back to 1839 
the name Colerick has been continu- 
ously associated with the Fort Wayne 
bar, and through a long and active 
career of conspicuous eminence Judge 
Colerick was unfailingly' an exemplar 
not .only of legal leadership and pro- 
found scholarship, hut of the finest 
ethics and the loftiest honor of the 
old school' practitioner. He was a na- 
tive of Fort Wayne, and here -hls en- 
tire lifetime was spent, save during 
the years In which the preferment of 
his fellow citizens 
commanded 
his 


services in congress and as a member 
of the India.na supreme court com- 
mission. 
' 


. Judge Colerick was one. ot six sons 
of Judge David 
H. Coleriok, whose 


death occurred 
in 
November, 1887. 


after a residence of nearly sixty years 
in Fort Wayne. 
It is a rather re- 


markable fact that, each of the six 
sons 'followed in the footsteps oC the 
Cather and adopted the law ns a pro- 


fession. 
Of these. . John and David 


Colerick died in 1872. Still later a 
younger 
brother, 
Thomas Colerlck. 


was claimed by death. 
The last 1o 


pnss away previous to the death «C 
Judge 
Colerick 
was 
the 
lamented 


Henry Colerick, whose memory is still 
cherished, by countless friends in Fort 
Wayne. Of the six brothers, but one 
now survives—Philemon B. Colerick. 
of this city. 


Kapt Old Family Home. 


Judge Colerick never knew other 


home than the old family homestead 
at 320 East Berry street. 
It was In 


this house that he first saw the light 
of day nearly seventy years ago, and 
in this house with its cherished mem- 
ories he lived during his entire life. 
He treasured 
the 
old place closely, 


and under no circumstances could he 
tempted to break away from the as- 
sociations of a lifetime and live else- 
where. 


In 
this connection, one peculiar 


characteristic of Judge Colerick is --a- 
called. 
It is one with which all his 


close friends were familiar. 
He was 


strangely sensitive, at least, during tha 
later half of his 
life, 
regarding his 


age. 
It was a topic which he never 


discussed, and In none of the publish- 
ed .biographical sketches 
of 
Judge 


Colerick is the precise date of his 
birth given. This was in deference to 
the well known prejudice of the dls- 
tinjruished lawyer. 
Upon both his 


father's and his mother's side Jud?i 
Colerick came of an honorable and 
distinguished family, and in his own 
name he carried that of his mother, 
who, before her marriage, was Eliza- 
beth Gillesple Walpole. 


Educated in City Schools. 


Judge Colerick received his educa- 


tion In the city schools of Fort Wayne 
and later under the tutelage and -di- 
rection of his distinguished father. It 
was a pronounced characteristic of pie 
young man, however, to be not con- 
tent with pursuing the ordinary course 
of stud" prescribed by institutions Gf 
learning, but to devote himself espe- 
cially to such reading and such study 
as was best calculated to fit himself 
for the profession 
of 
the 
law. to 


which he was early Inclined. 


And this was an inclination which 


prevailed throughout, his long and ac- 
tive life. 
Judge Colerick was a pro- 


found student, an omniverous reader 
and 
a 
persistent 
investigator. He 


read largely 
and 
broadly, and even 


during the busiest years of his pro- 
fessional career was'able to find time 
to devote himself to the sort of study 
which broadened and developed and 
enlarged his grasp upon affairs. His 
reading was not 
confined to legal 


subjects 
alone, but covered a wile 


range of topics and contributed to the 
splendid mental equipment with which 
he was endowed, and which was con- 
spicuous throughout his career. 


In Law Before H« Was 21. 
. 


Before he had attained his twenty- 


first year he had mastered a com- 
prehensive course in the law, besn 
admitted to practice at the bar and 
was a law partner of his distinguish- 
ed father. 
And from that day down 


through the more man forty years 
that 
intervened 
before 
his 
death. 


Judge Colerick was ' freely given un- 


disputed rank as one of the leading 
and roost successful practitioners at. 
the Allen county bar. 


One striking professional character- 


istic, of the man was the pains-taking 
care with which he prepared ills capos 
for trial. 
It was rare Indeed when 


Judge Colerlek's 
opponents 
in any 


action could catch him napping or find 
him unprepared to meet any contin- 
gency that, might arise In the develop- 
ment of a case during the progress of 
the trial. 
He due: deeply Into every 


situation and fortified 
himself thor- 


oughly, and In practice he was skillful 


i nnd resourceful, but. scrupulously hon- 
| orable. His rivitls Ht the. bnr freely 


I accorded him the credit for being a 
master 
In 
discerning the. essential 


points and for marshalling these, 
in 


the evidence a.nd handling (hem in his 
arguments. 
Ad-dod to this w.is his 


keen facility for judging human nature 
which governed him in the. selection of 
jurors, and his convincing power as 
an advocate. 


Often Consulted by Lawyers. 


It was not alone the laity who con- 


sulted Judge Colerick. So widely wns 
his ability recognized among lawyers 
that he was frequently consulted by 
his professional brethren in the pre- 
paration or presentation of their cases, 
and no small part, ot Judge Coleriek's 
practice, particularly In recent years, 
has been work of this character. 
His 


advice was always eagerly sought and 
almost universally followed by other 
attorneys who 
consulted 
him, and 


again and a.gain cases have.been won 
through the advice and'assistance of 
this skilled 
counsellor 
who perhaps 


dirt not appear to have been in the 
action at all. 


As was the case with his younger 


brother, Henry 
Colerick. Judge Coi- 


erick's services were 
very generally 


enlisted in the trial of practically all 
the cases for capital offenses in 
the 


Fort Wayne courts for 
many years. 


Occasionally he was found associated 
with his brother 
in the 
conduct of 


either the prosecution or the defense 
of a murder case: often they were on 
opposite sides of the 'case, but what- 
ever his relation. Judge Colerick, -as 
did his brother, gave of his best en- 
deavor to the cause ill which he was 
engaged. The important eases which 
Judge Colertck has been engaged as 
attorney or as counsel during his emi- 
nent career at the Fort Wayne bar 
would make an 
imposing list, ant] 


many of them figured largely in loeal 
history. 


Twice Chosen to Congress. 


Judge Colerick wa.i twice the repre- 


sentative of the Fort Wayne district 
in the lower house of the United States 
congress. 
In 1873, when but 33 years 


of age, he war, nominated by the dem- 
ocrats for the place and was trium- 
phantly elected over a. strong competi- 
tor—John 
Studa baker, 
of 
Bluffton. 


The Indiana legislature of 1879 niad« 
a, change in the congressional districts 
under which Wells county was se- 
gregated from the 
Twelfth 
district, 


and in 1880 when Judge Colerlck was 
rcnominateci from this district his op- 
ponent for congress was Judge Robert 
S\ Taylor, of this city. 
Tho election 


resulted in a second victory for Judge 
Colerick. 
; 


Durlne the campaign of 1880 Judge 


Colerlck a.nd Judge Taylor we.nt upon 
the stump In a series or Joint debates, 
a form of political discussion much In 
favor in, earlier years. Together they 
traveled over the 
distrlrt, speaking 


from the same platform in eneh roun- 
ty. and alternately opening and Hosing 
the discussions at the various points 
a.t which they appeared. 
These Joint 


debates between Judge Colerlrk and 
Judge Taylor will be well recalled by 
many residents or the Twelfth district. 
:is a. conspicuous feature of that cam- 
paign thirty-one years ago. 


Men familiar with Northern -Indiana 


politics reeail that among those who 
watched that famous campaign be- 
tween Judge Colerick and Judge Tay- 
lor with especially close interest was 


j James A. Garlleld. who was elected 
I president in the same year. After Mr. 
| Garfield's inauguration as president, 
! almost his first appointment, outside 


the selection ot his cabinet was that of 
Judge Taylor as member of^the Mis- 
sissippi River commission. 


His Work in Congress. 


Although his party was then ill the 


minority In congress, Judge Colorlck's j 
ability Quickly eornma.nde<l recognition 
in Washington. And while he was un- 
failingly In line with his party nnd 
voted with it on all questions dividing 
the two partes, he was extremely pop- 
ular with the opposition and wns thus I 
enabled to secure the passage of many i 
measures In which his constituents in ! 
the Fort Wayne district were inter- 
ested. 


It was in this way that Judge Col- 


erick secured the passage of the laws 
providing for the holding of terms of 
the United 
States 
courts 
in 
Fort 


Wayne and for the construction of the 
present government building 
for the 


accommodation of these courts as well 
as for the postoftiee and other federal 
offices. 
Later his successor in con- 


gress, Judge Robert Lowry. secured an 
additional appropriation for the gov- 
ernment building in this city. 
In ad- 


dition to these more important meas- 
ures Judge Coierif-k gave o!r>Si> atten- 
tion to the multiplicity of minor mat- 
ters which make up the work of. the 
representative in congress, and gave 
excellent satisfaction to his constitu- 
ents. 


On Supreme Court Commission. 
It 
was 
in 
November. 
1SS3, 
that. 


Judge Colerlck wns made a membsr 
of the Indiana supreme court com- 
mission and secured the opportunity 
to do the work which perhaps save 
him more personal satisfaction than 
any other public service. 


He had retired from congress find 


hail resumed the practice of law :n 
this city. 
The legislature ot Indiana, 


had 
by 
special 
enactment created 


what wns known as the supreme cou.-t 
commission, in order to relieve t!u 
highest court In the state of th<> mass 
of important cases 
awa.it.ing actio.i, 


which was constantly growing great- 
er. 
While the work of the commis- 


sioners was subordinate to that of the 
supreme court. It reQuired not le^s 
learning and 
ability to perform 
ITS 


v.-ork properly. Causes wore assigned 
to the commissioners for examination, 
decision and the. writing of opinions. 
A n d ' while the court uftlmntely de- 
cided the cases by adopting or rejec:- 
ing the opinions prepared by the com- 


missioners, much depended upon their 
work. 
Judge John 
Morris, of this 


city, bnd been originally appointed a 
member of the mmmlsslon, the exist- 
ence of which terminated by enact- 
ment at tbe end of four years. 


Succeeded Judge Morris. 


At the expiration of something like 


Iwo years. Judge Morris tired of the 
work on the commission and person- 
ally visited Judge Colerlck. urglns 
him to accept the appointment, which 
he assured him u-onld he forthcoming 
as surely as .Imlge Colerlck indicated 
that he would arcept It. After some 
hesitation Judge Colerlck stated that 
he would take the position if It were 
tendered him. and it was at the sollc- 
Itation of Jndwe Morris thai Governor 
Albert. G Porter appointed Judge Col- 
erick to membership on the commis- 
sion. 


Mere his 
scholarly 
and thorough 


knowledge of the law, his Inherent 
sense of Justice and the rights of oth- 
ers, bis force of expression and his 
clearness of reasoning were quickly 
reflected in the opinions prepared !n 
scores of knotty cases which came 
up to him for deeiFion. 
Mis career AS 


a member of the supreme rourt com- 
mission added largely to his rank ns 
a lawyer nnd as .-i jurist, nnd his serv- 
ices to the state were of the highest i 
class. 


Was Famous Campaigner. 


Judge Colerick, politically, was a 


democrat of the 
old 
school, whoso 


faith in the principles of his parLy 
never wave-red, 
and 
in practically 


every political campaign during tha 
earlier and more active years of bis 
life be was in wide demand as a. po- 
litical speaker. 
Fie 
made 
repeated 


tours of the. county and the district 
In behalf of support for democratic 
principles anrl democratic candidates 
and was one 
of 
(he 
most forceful 


speakers of his flay. 


He 
followed 
the 
fortunes of 
his 


party through 
victory and 
through 


defeat, 
but he was steadfast, and 


during the years when many of the j 
old-line followers of the party were 
estranged by issues \vliirh sprang up 
for 
I he time. Judge Colerick did 
not 


falter. 
He retrained steadfast In his 


support of democracy. 


The appellation of "Judaie" came '.o 


him by virtue of his services on the 
supreme court commission. 
Is'ot only 


did he persistently deeilne to accent 
nomination to the bench of the local 
courts, but also refused to even serve 
as special .Judge in «ny a.ction, hold- 
ing to the opinion thnt. with his broth- 
ers engaged 
in 
:.ho practice 
of law 


here, it was not the part of strict pro- 
priety for him to accept a. place upon 
the. bench even temporarily. 


His Lav/ Partnerships. 


His law partnerships, when 
th»y 


existed, tveiv invariably with one or 
bis brothers—never with those outside 
ills own family. 
After the death of 


his father the law firm became W. G. 
nnd Henry Colerick, and later W. <!. 
and P. B. Colefirk. 
During more re- 


cent, yearn lie invited into bis 
office 


(iuy Oolerk'k 
and 
Kenneth l_,arwUl, 


two nephewr, in whom lie was mu^h 
interested and to whom he gave In- 
valuable aid in laying the foundation 
for a. career in the law. 


Some five or six years aco Judao 


Colerlck was the victim of an acci- 
dent from the effects of which he 
never 
fully 
recovered. 
At 
Green 


Springs, Ohio, where be had gone in 
company with Judge ,1. H. Aiken on 
legal business. Judge Oolerick step- 
ped off the porch of a. hotel in the 
darkness ami sustained a. fracture of 
the right leg a. short distance a.hove 
the ankle. 
He wns confined t" his 


home for 
many 
weeks 
and though 


later able to get about,with the aid 
of a cane, the bones never united per- 
fectly nnd he was compelled to walk 
witli extreme care. 


Wedded Miss Carrier.

erlck was united In marriage to Miss 
Clemence Carrier, whom he had known 
since girlhood and who, like himself, 
bad been horn and had always lived 
on East Berry street within a sa'iare 
and a. half of the Colerlck home. She 
has been a most devoted wife, and 
had been almost constantly at th.-. 
bedside of her husband since ills ill- 
ness began more than two months 
a so. 


Judge Colerick was a member of no 


fra.ternal order. 
but

affiliated 


with a. number of la.w associations. 
Surviving immediate relatives in ad- 
dition to the widow include the broth- 
er, Philemon B. Colerick, and a sister, 
Mrs. 
3-Iargaret Lnrwill. of this city. 


The passing of Judge Colerick adds 


another distinguished na.me to the list 
of prominent members of the Fort 
Wayne liar who have been claimed by 
death within the. past ten years or so.
